ity, ornament and art. In a highly 
nationali/.ed and co-operative condition 
of society it is ipiite evident that these 
metals would not be used as money. 


If under a single roof all employes 


could find in the establishment for 
which they worked everything 
they 


could wish for, and in addition the em- 
ployer's check would pass current for 
everything anywhere in the country, it 
will be seen at a glance the whole sys- 
tem of payment and exchange in such 
an establishment would rest upon cred- 
its and such checks alone. No private 
employer occupies this position.
